Residents of Glendale court, and police, believe that when two women and two 


meri, interrogated by the police Monday afternoon, open up and tell the truth, that the 
murder of Arthur Schultz, thirty, returned Yank, will be solved 


Schultz was found at the end of Glendale court shortly before eleven o'clock Sunday 


nigrit'with a bullet hole in his breast. 


He died while in the "police emergency on the way to Memorial Hospital. 
The shooting took place ab/nit 10:50, when residents of Glendale court heard a shot, 


followed by groans. At eleven t>'clock the police had been notified. 


The bullet, apparently fired at close range, penetrated the heart and lodged in the 


murdered man's spinal column. 


Schultz. was evidently murdered in' the gulley belowj Glendale court and the slayer 


presumably carried the victim to the top of the hill and placed the-body in front of the

When Sjchukz was found he had one arm placed across the breast., ^Evide'ntly the 


slayer felt that the man was dead. The broken watch chain and watch, together with' 
papers and $11.40 in money lay beside him. 


It is believed that the slayer went through the murdered man's pockets in -an effort 


vto locate a letter or some desired aYticle. 


Police late .today had not solved the murder.

The quartet, police and residents of Glendale court, near the scene of the,murder, 


believe' will ultimately' give valuable information towards the solving of the murder. 


The testimony of the quartet varied and is as complicated as the murder itself. 
"We metvMr. Wacke in a theater which we attended after church and he intro- 


duced sister and me to Mr. Allen, said Mrs. Mabel Clifford to a Chronicle-Telegram re- 
porter this afternoon.

"W.e.le'ft mother's home at 10:30," Mrs. Clifford said, and later admitted that it 


may have been Between 11:00 and ll:30 when she and her sister reached her rooming 
house on Glendale court.

"We didn't hear of the murder until eleven o'clock yesterday morning," said Mrs. 


Clifford. "Neither myself or my sister knew Schultz." 


"Mr. Wacke, however, is well acquainted with the murdered man," said Mrs. Clif- 


ford. ''They are neighbors. I think Waclce lives on Ninth street."

"We saw three men on Glendale court as we were-going home," said Mr*. Clif- 


ford. "I remarked that-it was strange to see so many men on the street at that time of 
night. '

'"One of the men was walking on the north side of the street and the two other men 


were walking on .the south side of the street, one about ten yards behind the other," 
continued Mrs. Clifford. 


"We passed the jwo men," she continued. She couldn't give a description of the 


two men, however, when interviewed this afternoon. 


Mfes Laura Atkins, one of the girls interrogated by the police is a clerk in^he 


Fisheries.* store here. 


"The police have our full statement," said Miss Laura Atkins this afternoon. 
"I 


have .nothing more to tell. Get your information from the police. We don't have to 
tell you everything. You're only a reporter." 


Residents on Glendale court, who heard the shot, say a man emerged from the 


dark north side of Gendale court, crossed the street and walked slowly and leisurely to 
Furnace street. 


While the police are making an effort to get some straight facts on the murder, 


tWf^ements are being made to hold funeral services for Schultz at 2:30 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon from the late home at 218 Eighth street. The'-Eagles, of which he 
wa» 4 member, will have charge of the services.

try in the fast express train

of a century ago who had no trains 
to travel in. Stage coaches drawn by 
horses were their only means of travel 
and the roads over which they bumped 
were long and winding1. 


In the. month- of August not quite 


one century ago the'first locomotive 
said to have been run In the United 
State* was riven' its ^trial In Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The little boy whose gfcat 


Idea evolved the locomotive was born 
near Newcastl«-on-Tyne in' 1781. He 
was one of the poorest little boys you 
ever heard,of, so poor.that he:and his 
father and mother and five brothers 
and .sisters all., lived In a tiny cottage 
composed, of one litUe. room. . When 
the room grew-too stuffy, or the smell 
of cookmg too strong George, for that 
was the boy's name used to run wild 
in the streets. Ho was to poor that 
nobody thought education would help 


'him any and so he never had a chance 
to go to school. The streets were his 
class rooms and nature his teacher 
and as he-was a clever boy, the hours 
spent ; In caring- for his neighbors' 
horses and cows, for which he earned 
a few pennies, were filled with profit- 
able thought.

How to M«ke a Book Bag

Now that it is time to gather up thi 


jchool books again, every girl snoul< 
have a pretty bag to use the very firs 
day 
It a piece of denim, burlap, 01 


cretonne, 17 by 32 inches, can be founc 
in the attic or in mother's scrap bag 
then nothing else is needed. 


There are seven things to do to maki 
this cloth into a book bag, 13 mche: 
wide and 14 inches deep: 


1. Cut a strip 32 by 14 inches for thi 


body of the bag, an<i a strip 32 by J 
inches for the carrying strap. 


2. Using one of the 14-inch edges oi 


the big psece as the top of the bag, 
measure down four inches from thu 
ed^e; fold the end over with the wrong 
side of the cloth out, thus making a flat 
14 by 4 inches 
Baste along the fold. 


3. Fold the bottom of the piece uj 


to the basted fold, wrong side out Thi
